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DUBLIN PORT AND DOCKS 


BOARD. . 
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NEED OF COLD STORAGE, 
i ——-&—x——— 
AN IMPORTANT PROJECT. 


The weekly meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docke Board was held yesterday, Mr. John Hóll- 


_wey, J.P., Chairman, presiding. , 

The Secretary read a letter from Mr. Willti*n 
McCabe, of the Dublin Pure lee and €.id 
Storage Company, applying to the Board tor 
an option on four acres of ground recently on 
offer to the Irish Packing Company, which com- 
pany had decided not to go on with their 
scheme. The purpose for which the ground wae 
required was for the erection of a large cold 
store and ice-making plant on the most modern 
lines. It was felt that there was need for 
such accommodation in Dublin, as for many 
years past the ice-making and cold storage 
accommodation had been considerably below 
the requirements of the country. Large quan- 
tities of bacon, butter, eggs, and other perish- 
able food had to be refused cold storage, 
Thousands of tons of fish were lost in this coun- 
try last year and this year in consequence of 
the eearcity of ice. The establishing of such an 
industry would be to the country’s advantage 
and benefit. 

Mr. Sherlock proposed that the letter be 
referred to the Finance Committee for con- 
sideration and report. In this country there 
was practically no winter dairying In the 
summer time the shipping companies did an 
enormous trade in Irish butter. cheese, and 
other produce; but in the winter, because of 
the absence of winter dairying, the entire of 
the English market was lost to Irish producers 
and the shipping companies, and was obtained 
by representatives of commerce from Denmark. 
If they could establish an enormous modern 
cold store at the North Wall, sufficient to deal 
with the entire Irish trade during the win- 
ter period, they would be able to send to Eng- 
land and Scotland a continuation of the sum- 
mer trade, and prevent Irish producers from 
being driven out of the markets. That re 
ferred to the cold storage of butter, cheese, 
bacon, fish, end poultry, and was capable of 
great development. The firm whose letter was 
read had been carrying on business in a large 
way during the past few years in the storage 
of butter, but they recognised that it meant 
the investment “of enormous capital 
outlay to build the right type of stores and 
machinery. They were anxious to get 
an option for «a shot period of 
getting into touch with Irish capital 
for the flotation of an Irish company to de 
velop this important industry. He trusted 
that the matter would be brought under the 
notice of Irish investors, so that they might 
get into touch with the firm He understtod 
that the Department of Agriculture, as well an 
Sir Horace Plunkett and hie experts, were 
strongly in favour of the development of the 
industry. 

Sir James Gallagher seconded the motion. 

Mr. Baird expressed hearty accord with Dr, 
Sherlock's ‘remarks, but he did not like the 
idea of giving anyone an option on port pro- 
perty. As a member of the Finance Commit- 
tee, however, he would give the matter most 
careful consideration with a view to further- 
ing the views put forward in the letter. He 
was aware of the difficulties that existed, not 
only in the winter, but also in the summer, 
when butter frequently eame to them in a molt. 
ing condition. 
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Alderman Byrne pointed out that the estab- 
lishment of a cold storage industry would pro- 
bably employ one thousand men. There were 
thousands of men walking idly about Dublin, 
and the establishment of this industry would 
be a great boon to them. 

The motion was adopted.

Chairman that the contract contained a clause 
for arbitration in ease of dispute, “ With re- 
gard, however,,” the report went on, “ to the 
general question, it seems to me that the Board 
would undoubtedly be much interested and con. 
cerned in the establishment of any practice 
making Liverpool or other dues not actually in- 
curred payable on goods brought direct to 
Dublin, but I must point out that in this case it 
would appear that at the time the contract Wag 
entered into the direct service to Dublin had 
not been instituted, and there wae every reason 
to anticipate thet the goods would be actually 
sent by Liverpool, and the charges in question 
incurred. I find it hard to believe that where 
direct service ia contemplated such an arrange. 
ment would ever be ineiwted upon or agreed to, 
Under these circumetances I cannot recomménd 
the Board to take any action if the matter, 
but if, contrary to my anticipation, it should 
appear hereafter that any euch. Pevtabliahed, | 
practice ia in the way of becoming established, 
i should be glad to have a further | 
of considering the matter end of advising the 
Board as to what further steps they should 
take with & view to vigorously combating such 
& practice.”’ 

Mr. Sherlock asked to be supplied with a 
copy of the Law Agent's report, and said that 
he was glad to find that Mr. Androw’s 
ranged himeelf upon his side in condemning a 
very objectionable practice.

CHARGES OF DREDGING. 

A letter was read from the Department of 
Agriculture in reference to the dredging of 
Balbriggan Harbour, stating that they would 
send the dredger there on the 2nd prox.

any contribution to the cost of the dredging. 

The Chairman said that this was a new de- 
parture. The Department could not expect the 
Port Board to shoulder the whole responsibility 
ws? bag ren. Balbriggan Harbour. 

Field agreed. It wae necessary to keep

should bear their portion of the expense, as 
they did up to the present.

CATTLE RESTRICTIONS. 

In reference to the restrictions on the export 
of lite stock to Birkenhead, the Ministry of 
Food, London, wrote stating that they re- 
gretted it was not possible to remove the re- 
strictiong as far as Birkenhead was concerned, 
as only a certain quantity of cattle could be | 
dealt with there. [t was absolutely necessary 
to reatriot the number of cattle sent there on 
this account to the figure now allowed. 

Mr. William Field said that the matter was 
of such importance that ho felt justified in 


proposing another resolution. He wouM pro. 


That the existing reatrictiong on the export of 
live stock to Hirkenhead be removed, 
affecting Dublin port. = am” 


Mr. Baird seconded, and said that it was very 
curious that ab this, the busiest time of the 
year at the Dublin Port, the restrictions should 
be put on. He was very glad to notice that 
after their last meeting, when the matter was 
diseussed, the reatrictions on certain ports were 
removed. He could assure the members that 
the amount of harm the prohibition was doing 
wae enormous. Many farmers had cattle tied 
up in the country; and many of them had 
land on the eleven months’ system, with an 
agréement etipulating the grazing of a certain 
amount of beasts. Owing to the restrictions 
they could not send the cattle away, and 
they were getting notices drawing attention to 
the overcrowding. The keeping up of the re- 
strictions at the present time was calamitous, 
and they ought to insist on their removal in 
every possible way. 

The resolution was pasted unanimously. 

DISMISSAL OF A MESSENGER Boy. 

Arising out of the minutes of the Custom 
House Docks Committee, Aldermen Byrne drew 
attention to the dismissal of a messenger boy, 
whieh, he alleged, wae caused hy the boy's 
delay in deapatehing a telegram handed to him 
by one of the officials, and containing a bet 
on Tvahhoe for the Cesarewitch, with an 
Pnglish bookmaker, The horse won, but the 
het wes not accepted owing to the telegrem 
being reesived too late, and it waa alleged that 
in consequence of the official having lost £80 
the boy was dismissed.

A Bank Strike.’ 

The members of the Irish Bank Officials’ 
Association will be “called out’’ next 
Wednesday afternoon. This announce- 
ment is made in a letter which has been 
addressed to us by Mr. Denroche, the 
Organising Secretary. The Irish public, 
therefore, gets six days’ notice of a strike 
which, even if it be only partially success- 
ful, will produce a serious dislocation of 
the country’s business. We must 
once that we cannot necessity 
for this abrupt decision. Mr. Den- 
roche holds that the: Belfast Bank 
has forced the issue by requiring its 
officials to give immediate notice of their 
intention to strike pr to remain at work. 
As we said yesterday, the Bank is en 
titled to know how it will stand on the 
Slst December, the eve of one of its busiest 
periods; and it had other way of 
getting the information, Furthermore, it 
is highly improbable that any bank would 
have dismissed any of the Association s 
member's before the end of the year, and 
it is certain that, even if such dismissals 
had occurred, no intending striker would 
have been prejudiced financially by them.’

The Balkans and Germany. 

The enemies of the Allies, like the little 
nigger boys in the nursery rhyme, are 
gradually falling away. Yesterday morn 
ing, at Neuilly, in the Salle des Fetes, 
where hangs a picture of ex-King Ferdi- 
nand’s mother, the daughter of Louis 
Phillipe, peace was signed with Bulgaria. 
M. Stambouliski accepted the Allies’ 
terms, and the state of war with Bulgaria, 
as with Germany and Austria, is at an 
end. Neither Rumania nor Serbia, how- 
ever, signed the treaty, and their refusal 
is ominous. After all, Bulgaria's war 
was chiefly concerned~with her neigh- 
bours in the Balkans. Great Britain 
and France succeeded . in conquering 
her armies, but Rumania and Serbia 
were her most. bitter foes. Technically, 
therefore, peace with Bulgaria is a fact ; 
practically it is an illusion. Rumania's 
attitude towards Bulgaria, as recently 
towards Hungary, is inexplicably arrogant. 
She refused point blank to sign the treaty, 
with the result that the Allies were forced 
to confront her with what is tantamount to 
an ultimatum. She has been given ten days 
from last Monday in which to alter her de- 
cision, Although Rumania may, and pro- 
bably will, sign the treaty, she will sign 
more or less at the dictation of force 
majeure. She will make peace on paper, 
and wage war in her heart. Thus the 
problem of the Balkans, already complex 
enough, and in danger of further compli- 
cation as a result of the insane “ policy " 
of Gabriele d'Annunzio, will be vitiated by 
the perpetuation of a secular feud which 
has been intensified and embittered by the 
war.. While Bulgar and Rumanian are at 
loggerheads there will be no Balkan peace. 
The Serbians will have their time fully 
occupied with the Italians. Therefore, 
their signature to the treaty with Bulgaria 
is, perhaps, not so important as that of 
the Rumanians. Yet Balkan States have 
a virtually unlimited capacity for trouble, 
and, if Jugo-Slavia is not given what she 
wants, she, too, may decide to take the

, night in the House of Lords, the Lord 
Chancellor of England made a statement 
which was far from comforting. “ When 
I hear noble lords speak of peace 
and good-will,’ he said, “I am inclined 
to tell them to look round Europe and to 
ask them whether it is so certain that 
peace has come. They might take notice that 
the people who are exhibiting strength, 
coherence, and enthusiasm in Berlin are not 
the supporters of the present German 
Government, but are supporters of the 
policy of reaction and militarism, and of 
those on whom rests the guilty responsi- 
bility of the war.” Lord Birkenhead’s 
words give one to think. There is ne 
doubt that the Potsdam party enjoys con- 
siderable popularity at present. Hinden- 
burg and Ludendorff are being “ lionised ' 
in the streets of Berlin, and the raucous 
Kaiserhoch is heard once more in every 
gasse. Ebett’s régime is thoroughly 
discredited. He failed in sé@curing 
favourable peace terms, and the Germans 
are beginning to suspect that their much 
vaunted “Republic” has availed them 
nothing. The Allies have little concern in 
the form of Government under which Ger- 
mans wish to live. They have a very vital 
concern in the prevention of a return to 
“blood and iron.” At present nobody 
seems to be certain of the exact position 
of affairs across the Rhine. There are 
rumours of a vast military camp in the 
Baltic Provinces, of a hidden arsenal in 
the Black Forest, of a powerful military 
camarilla in Berlin. These rumours may 
be well founded or they may be false. 
If Germany is preparing for another ad- 
venture, her sinister plans must be brought 
to a speedy end, We can take no more 
risks. 

The action of the American Senate in 
| rejecting the Peace Treaty has contributed 
largely to the uncertainty of the European 
Its effect is especially notice- 
able in the case of Germany. Herr von 
Simson, the German delegate, has left 
Paris. His departure took place, in the 
words of the Lord Chancellor, “ inexplic- 
ably, andefensibly, and suddenly . . . 
in circumstances of the greatest equivoca- 
tion,” As a result, the final ratification 
of the Peace Treaty has been postponed 
again. Undoubtedly, the Germans are try- 
ing to make capital out of America’s atti- 
tude. They have not fulfilled their obliga- 
tions, and, if they can possibly avoid them, 
they will never be fulfilled. Clearly they 
hoping for a separate treaty with 
America. If they can drive a wedge into 
the solidarity of the Allies, they will be

Mr. L, E. de Mole invented a machine 
that in some respects “surpassed” the 
tank that was produced in 1916, He was 
unlucky, for the Commission could net 
seo its way to give him anything. 


Dearer Tobacco. 


An imcrease in the price of tobacco is 
threatened. It seems as though every 
smoker in Europe, after being on short 
rations for five years, is trying to make 
up fer lost time. The supply of American 
leaf is more plentiful than it has been at 
any period since 1914, but the present 
demands are upon an unprecedented scale, 
and consequently prices are soaring. One 
British mdnufacturing firm has already 
notified its customers of an advance of 
ls. 4d. per pound on certain of its smoking 
mixtures. It explains that this step has 
been made necessary by the rapid rises in 
the cost of the raw material, and that 
allowance must be made for the de- 
preciated value of British’ currency in the 
United States. Moreover, the cost of pro- 
duction has been increased. Under the 
Trade Boards Act the employés in the 
tobaceo factories have received several ad- 
vances in wages during recent months. 
Cigars also will be dearer. The Havana 
companies—nearly all of which are con- 
trolled by an American trust--contemplate 
sharp increases. The British cigar trade 
says that it requires an extra profit 
of 20 per cent. in order to meet the in- 
creased cost of cedar-wood boxes in which 
cigars are packed and the multi-coloured

The prospect that we shall have 
Premiim Bonds before very long daily 
grows more remote. It is said that the 
Government, in order to clear the*way for 
such an issue, will have to repeal the 
Lottery Act of 1823 by a Bill which would 
have to be passed by the House of Lords. 
The Lords are believed to be most hostile 
to any scheme of Premium Bonds. 

The Turkish Peace Treaty has yet to be 
signed, and the fact is interesting, because 
it may be signed in London instead of any 
place in France. There are reasons for 
this, one being that the atmosphere of 
London will be more favourable with re- 
gard to the settlement of the Syrian ques- 
tion. 


Not much importance is attached to the 
story that there are serious disagreements 
between the three parties of the Triple 
Alliance, composed of the railway workers, 
the miners, and the transport workers, It 
i: certain that the failure of the railway 
strike was a blow that the other parties of 
the Alliance did not welcome, but it had 
little lasting effect.

TERMS OF SERVICE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Having regard to the various mis-<«tate- 
ments in the recent letters to the Press, setting 
forth the disabilities under which Irish bank 
officials are alleged to, labour, we think it ad- 
visable that, in fairness to the Ulster Bank, 
Ltd., some salient facts in reference to the con- 
ditions of service of that Bank should be stated 
which have hitherto been suppressed by the 
anonymous writers of the letters referred to 
The full facts may be enumerated as follows :— 
1. Salaries and Bonusee—Since August, 1914, 
payments under these heads ‘have been very 
qaterially increased.

5. Pensions--Since 1872 every official of the 
Bank, after twenty years’ service, is. qualified 
for a pension calculated on a Civil Service. baeis:

4. Widows’ and Children’s Annuities—Under 
the Bank's scheme, established 1896, and re- 
cently revised, widows of deceased officials are 
entitled to annuities varying from £50 to £100.

AN EDITOR’S RECREATIONS. 
The casual reader of the late Sir Edward 
Cook’s “ Literary Recreations,” and its 
recently published continuation, would 
not ra FR that he spent most of his life 
in the busy atmosphere of the editorial 
chair, though, once this secret is revealed, 
it is easier to understand how the author 
was able to gather much of the material 
of his essays. The ‘charm, however, of 
such essays as “The Classics in Daily 
Life,” “Poets as Criíitics,” or “A Short 
Study in Words,” lies not so much in the 
industry which has collected the sweets as 
in the skill and deft touch which fashion 
the whole. We cannot imagine anyone 
reading the first of these essays or that on 
the Greek Anthology without feeling again 
the enthusiasm of his college days. Hastily 
casting aside all hew publications, he will 
take down once more his Virgil or his 
Horace, and linger over the wisdqm and 
beauty of the past. ' 
Sir Edward Cook was an ardent lover of 
the classics—not only of the ancient world, 
but of English literature. Time was when 
Parliamentary orators were such lovers, 
too, though now embellishment of speeches 
by quotation is of rare occurrence. Sir 
Edward Cook has collected many such quo- 
tations, and sheds much interesting light 
on the circumstances to which they were 
applied, or at times misapplied. On occa- 
sions he is severely critical of the sincerity 
or spontaneity of the quotation. This is 
inevitable with one who excelled in writ- 
ing idiomatic English, and in conse 
quence was accustomed to weigh the true 
meaning of every word, and try to convey 
to the reader a complete reflection of what 
existed in the writers mind. For this 
reason his chapter on “The Art of Edit- 
ing” is an invaluable contribution to a 
subject to which too little attention is paid 
by professors and others who have in- 
flicted on our youth crushing mountains.
